It is an area where construction 
crews have been replacing the 
metal central barrier between the 
northbound and southbound lanes. 
The temporary concrete jersey 
barriers surrounding the construction 


zone prevented one of the jack-knifed 
tractor-trailers from plowing into the 
southbound lanes. 

According to the OPP, all of the 
vehicles had to be towed from the 
scene. Four persons were injured in 
the crash, none of them seriously;

Simcoe Volunteer Reader Program 
was designed by Peter Ellis - Rotarian, 
educator, founder of the Bradford 
Probus Club. 

It’s a simple concept: Kids learn to 
read when they have practice and 
encouragement, when they can 
see concrete improvement in their 
reading skills, and when they have 
pride in their achievements. 

The Simcoe Volunteer Reader 
program is fully integrated with the 
Primary school reading curriculum. It 
pairs a volunteer with a child who is 
struggling with reading; for 15 minutes 
a week, the volunteer will listen to 
the student read, starting at a level 
determined by the teacher. 

The program uses the Nelson PM+ 
reading series - books that take 
a young reader through different 
reading levels, starting at "0” and 
gradually progressing. 

Every time a young reader is 
successful at one level, the success is 
celebrated with the presentation of a 
coloured ribbon. The ribbons come 
in 6 different colours and 30 different 
levels, to match the Nelson PM+ 

“My background was that of 
a Principal, teacher, and then 
entrepreneur for 20 years, as president 
of Peachtree Manufacturing Ltd. I 
discovered the PM+ books while 
helping my young daughter Katie with 
her summer reading,” Ellis explains. 
“The books were developmental and 
sequential, so I combined it with a 
reward system of ribbons.” 

The program was launched at Sir 
William Osier Public School, with 
volunteers from local Probus Clubs 


- social clubs for retired and semi- 
retired Professional and Business 
people. "It was a retirement hobby 
for myself, and it certainly has been 
successful.” 

With initial funding from Rotary and 
Lions Clubs, last year the program 
helped 46 “at risk” children, who were 
reading below their grade level, in 2 
schools - Sir William Osier PS, and 
Fieldcrest Elementary. 

Ellis is hoping to expand the Simcoe 
Volunteer Reader Program to another 
Bradford school this year, but needs 
about $5,000, to purchase the set of 
Nelson books, and the ribbons. So far, 
he has received $2,500 from Rotary, 
$1,000 from a private donor, and is 
hoping for additional support. 

“Crucial" to the expansion is a 
sufficient number of volunteers, 
willing to spend an hour a week, 
listening to three children read and 
celebrating their successes. 

Ellis recendy received a commitment 
from 6 members of the Bradford 
Probus Club II. Anyone interested 
in becoming part of the Simcoe 
Volunteer Reader Program is asked to

Diane Reynolds presented the 
cheque for $2,500 to Ellis - money 
that the Bradford Rotary Club, now 
disbanded, has been holding in trust. 

“The stories that the volunteers 
tell are fantastic,” Reynolds said - 
describing children thrilled and 
excited when the door to literacy is 
opened. 

She called Bradford Rotary’s support 
for the program “one of the best things 
we’ve ever done."

In 35% of preventable residential fires where there was a fatality, 
there was no smoke alarm warning. (13% - no smoke alarm; 
22% - smoke alarm did not operate.). 

In 29% of fatal fires, alarm presence could not be determined. 

In the fatal fires where the smoke alarm did not operate, 41 % were 
not connected to power. (33% - no battery; 8% - dead battery). 

In the fatal fires where the smoke alarm did not operate, 21 % were 
beyond the smoke/fire reach. 

Although the law requiring working smoke alarms on every storey 
and outside all sleeping areas came into effect in 2006, these 
statistics tell us that there are still far too many homes that are 
insufficiently protected.

Bradford Community Church 20th! 


It was nearly 30 years ago that 
Bradford’s Pentecostal Assembly was 
founded, under the leadership of Rev. 
Brian Rennick - but only 20 years since 
the church built a permanent home 
at the corner of the 9th Line BWG and 
Yonge St. 

And on Sunday, September 21, the 
church - now Bradford Community 
Church - celebrated that milestone. 

Pastors Shane and Becky Fitch 
welcomed the congregation and 
special guests, including MP for York 
Simcoe Peter Van Loan, MPP Julia 
Munro, members of Town Council, 
and dignitaries from within the 
Pentecostal Church. 

Both Rev. Rennick and Rev. Phil 
Carroll, who 
oversaw 
construction 
of the church 
building, 
attended the 
service. 

Calling Bradford

Munawar Chudary, 
Candidate for Council 


Munawar Chudary sees running for 
Council in Ward 5 as an extension 
of the community service and 
volunteerism he has embraced since 
coming to his adopted country of 
Canada in 1992. 

He arrived with a Law Degree, a 
Masters of History, “one suitcase 
and $200 in my pocket,” and worked 
at any job available - from picking 
strawberries to delivering newspapers. 
He went back to school to study 
Property and Constitutional law, and 
in 2002, started his own successful 
Property Management company. 

"I am a self-made person,” Chudary 
says, “with the blessing of God... This 
country Canada gave me everything. 
Now it’s my turn to give it back” 

Chudary is a member of the 
Bradford Board of Trade, 2-time Vice 
President (Marketing; Government 
Affairs), and the BBT rep on the 
Town’s Community Improvement 
Plan committee, working on the CIP 
for downtown Bradford, a program 
designed to encourage revitalization. 
He is a member of the BWG Heritage 
Committee, and for the past 2 years, 
has been chair of Doors Open 
Bradford. 

Heisalsofounderandchairofthe AM J 
Run for Bradford (BWG), a community 
Run/Walk that, to date, has raised 
$35,000 for the BWG Leisure Centre, 
Bradford Library, and Heritage. In 2013, 
Chudary won the BWG “Community 
Builder” Civic Award. 

"I want to inspire people through my 
volunteer work. I want to see more 
people involved in community work. 
This is how we will make a strong 
Ward 5,” says the father of 3. 

Chudary follows facebook, 
especially the People from Ward 
5 site, and is going door to door, 
talking to residents on the issues. His 
priorities include the roads in Ward 5, 
and the preservation of farmland. "We 
have enough (Residential land) in our 


Official Plan... Beyond Line 9 is our 
prime farmland. We should preserve 
our prime farmland; then we will be 
a mixed community, where we will 
have everything. That is the beauty of 
Bradford.” 

Seniors housing is a priority.The high 
cost of land in BWG is a challenge, 
but he notes that current Council and 
candidates recognize the importance 
of providing accommodation for 
seniors. "If we are all on the same 
page, we can at least start.” 

He would like to see it as the #1 issue 
for the new Council, so that Seniors 
can remain in their community. "We 
do not want to lose people like this. I 
come from a very strong family system 
- this is the first filing our future 
Council should look into.” 

Preservation of heritage, establishing 
a Community Improvement Plan area 
for Bond Head, fiscal responsibility 
and growth management are all part 
of his campaign. He supports the 
development of the Employment 
lands on Hwy. 400, and wants to 
see the Town aggressively lobby the 
County of Simcoe to locate a new Food 
Hub in BWG. “That will create a lot of 
jobs for our residents. I’m very excited 
by this... South and north, we have 
beautiful prime farmland. What other 
best place could this be?" 

Chudary calls for fiscal restraint, 
moving forward. The Hwy. 400 lands 
represent a big commitment, but are 
needed to offset residential taxes. “It’s 
already happening. We can’t go back. 
Let it happen - but be very careful in 
the future... Live within our means.” 

Chudary invites residents to contact 
him with their concerns. "All you need 
is one phone call. Call me -1 will come 
to your door, I will listen to you, and I 
will do the best I can do for you.” He

Jim Corneau, 
Candidate for Council 


Jim Corneau has a number of 
reasons for running for Councillor in 


Ward 5, and one has to do with the 
history of the municipality. 

Both he and former Ward Councillor, 
the late Ron Simpson, were members 
of Township of West Gwillimbury 
Council, when the Township was 
amalgamated with Bradford in 1991. 

It was Comeau's first term on 
Council, and it was, he says, "a once 
in a lifetime experience” - to shepherd 
the amalgamation process through 
all of the pitfalls and challenges. “We 
didn’t take everything to consultants. 
As the two Councils, we sat down 
together,” to work through the details, 
he says. 

He is especially proud of his 
influence on Parks and Facilities. 

As chair of Parks & Recreation for 
West Gwillimbury, and as a member 
of the Bradford Lions Club, he was 
involved in establishing Magani Park 
on the 11th Line, and in setting new 
standards for acceptable parkland, 
in new subdivisions. “No more hydro 
line parks, no more parks on the top of 
hills... We need parks that are visible, 
for safety. We need parks that are 
developable... not stuck in a corner. 
Parks were afterthoughts. Now they’re 
forethoughts. 

It was with that background in 
mind that he decided to run in the 
2014 municipal election. "I have the 
experience, I’ve been there before... I 
thought, I should put my name in.” 

The issues in Ward 5, Corneau 
says, “are always the same issues 
- the infrastructure, the roads, the 
illumination of intersections.” 

There is one unresolved issue that 
dates back to the days following 
amalgamation: the assumption of 
ownership of the West Gwillimbury 
landfill site on the 12th Line, by the 
County of Simcoe. The County was 
ordered by the Ontario Municipal 
Board to pay the Town a fair price for 
the landfill, but, Corneau notes, “Years 
later, they haven’t settled the bill.” 
Instead, the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury was given a break on 
tippage fees at the dump. “I think 
there should be a final accounting. 

The money should come back to the 
Town, and go back to Ward 5, because 
it’s Ward 5 that put up with the landfill 
site... People who have suffered the 
most, should benefit the most.” 

As for other issues, he says, “The 
issues in Ward 5 are the same as in 
the rest of the Town” - including 
accessible and affordable seniors’ 
housing; an improved downtown 
core for Bradford; and improved 
transparency in Council, focusing 
on “accountability, budgeting, the 
deficit.” 

Corneau also calls for greater control 
of growth. "We have to grow in a 
sequential manner, not leapfrog,” he 

He wants to ensure that the 
agricultural land and forested areas of 
Ward 5 are preserved. “This is a great

gift we have. We have to preserve this 
great gift we have in Ward 5... If we 
can’t find a way to live with the trees 
and forest and the open spaces, we’re 
all going to suffer. We can’t keep just 
expanding this Town.” 

Calling Ward 5 "our internal 
Greenbelt,” Corneau concludes, “Ward 
5 is really the centre of that land to 
be protected. If you look at the forest 
cover - if we start destroying that, 
we’re going to suffer.”

Peter Ferragine, 
Candidate for Council 


Peter Ferragine has no difficulty in 
explaining why he is running for Ward 
5 Councillor, the seat once held by the 
late Ron Simpson. 

“I have been a resident of Bradford 
my entire life. My grandfather came to 
Bradford in the 1960s,” he says. “I want 
to give back. I have two little children 
of my own, and I want to make sure 
they grow up in a friendly, family- 
oriented community.” 

Ferragine has already been out 
door-knocking, and talking to Ward 5 
residents about the key issues. 

“Roads,” he says, have been 
identified as a top issue, with just too 
many of the rural Concession roads in 
poor repair, and unpaved. 

There are also concerns over the 
"speed limits on the Lines. These 
Lines, where there are homes, the 
speed limit is 80 kmph.” Traffic, 
especially cars, whip along the 
Concession Lines, posing a danger to 
rural children, Ferragine says. "One 
thing I have on my campaign is to 
lower the speed limits on these roads.” 

He would also like to see the 
development of Henderson Park, 
which is in Ward 5, move forward in a 


responsible and considered fashion. 
“It’s a huge, huge project” - with a 
big price tag - "but it’s going to be an 
attraction.” 

At the same time, he would like to 
see better use of, and more focus on, 
the existing park in Ward 5- Scanlon 
Creek Conservation Area, located off 
the 9th Line just north of Bradford. 

So many residents aren’t aware of 
Scanlon, he says, calling for greater 
community use of the facility. 

Another key issue for Ferragine: 
Seniors’ housing. “We need Senior 
“adult lifestyle" living,” he says. 

And although much of the focus has 
been on urban seniors, there are many 
older residents in the rural areas, 
living in homes on large lots that 
they are finding harder and harder to 
maintain. "Why can’t we have a little 
community set up on one of the Lines, 
like Briar Hill (in Alliston)?” he asks - a 
community that would allow BWG 
seniors to remain in the municipality. 

Finally, Ferragine is calling for 
the preservation of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury’s agricultural heritage - 
“keeping our agricultural farmland for 
farms. There’s enough real estate in 
Town” for housing, he says. 

It’s a conclusion he reaches from two 
different angles: Ferragine has insight 
into Horticulture, having worked at 
the family greenhouses on Simcoe 
Road all of his life; secondly, for the 
past three years, he has also worked in 
Real Estate. 

"The garden centre’s been my life. 

I’ve always had 2 jobs,” he says. “The 
greenhouse is my family business, and 
I’ve always been there.” 

As a member of the Bradford Board 
of Trade, he has kept abreast of the 
political scene in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury. “The Town wants a 
transparent and accountable Council 
- that’s what I’m hearing, and that’s 
what I want to give them,” Ferragine 
says. "Council should work together 
for the benefit of the Town." 

The Highway 400 employment 
lands are a point in case. He 
acknowledges that there are some 
“scary” numbers, and costs associated 
with development - but at this stage, 
it is important to get the job done, 
get the infrastructure in place, and 
bring in industry and jobs. “Our main 
focus has to be to get people there. 

We have to promote that... It’s already 
happening.” 

Ferragine plans to continue to door- 
knock, and meet the residents of 
the Ward face-to-face, to talk about 
the issues, and the future of the 
municipality.

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Ready for the snow 

September 23 was the first full day of Fall -which means it 
won’t be long before the snow begins to fly. 

With 530 km of roads, 90 km. of sidewalks and 15 
municipally-cleared parking lots, the Works Dept, is already 
planning ahead - and in the Sept. 16 meeting of Council, 
presented municipal standards for snow-clearance. 

Public Works has 20 full-time employees, augmented by 
another 6 part-timers during the winter months, who help 
operate the department's 12 combined plow-sanders, 3 
plows, 1 sander truck, 2 graders, 2 backhoes, 2 loaders and 
5 sidewalk plows. 

Last year’s snowy winter strained resources. Director Arup 
Mukherjee noted that Public Works "blitzed” the Town 
several times, in an effort to clear roads and sidewalks 
within 24 hours following an accumulation, with sanders 
and salters sent out "to keep it less slippery.” 

"Last year it was virtually impossible to clear the 
sidewalks, because of ice,” Councillor Gary Lamb noted. “Is 
there a strategy for that, if it happens again?" 

"I’m not aware of any machine that can remove the ice of 
that thickness,” replied Mukherjee. “The only thing you can 
do is to have our fleet ready to go, with the sander... to keep 
the surface as walkable as possible... There’s no solution to 
that from a mechanical point of view.” 

The standards for road clearance suggest Class 2 roads 
(Holland St., Dissette, Bridge St.) will be cleared within 6 
hours of a 5 cm (2”) accumulation of snow. Almost all of 
the rest of the roads in BWG are Class 3, Mukherjee said; 
the standard is to clear the roads within 12 hours of an 
accumulation of 8 cm. (just over 3”). 

Historically, there have been no standards for sidewalk 
clearance - but Mukherjee introduced a new standard that 
will require sidewalks to be cleared within 48 hours of a 7.5 
cm (3”) accumulation. 

“If we get a decent accumulation, we’ll be out there in 48 
hours to get the sidewalks salted, sanded, and cleared,” he

Discovering the Arts in BWG

Brian Scott was once told that he 
was a “domestic artist." 

The critic meant it disparagingly - but 
Scott is a “domestic artist” in the sense 
that Mary Pratt is a domestic artist: 
using family and friends, local scenes 
and ordinary objects as subjects, and 
imbuing them with a new vision. 

The paintings may be portraits 

grandchildren, 

his own garden - 
but they stand on 
their own merit, 
as works of art. 

The long¬ 
time Bradford 
resident opened 
his home studio 
to visitors for 
the 6th Annual 
BWG Studio Art 
Tour on the weekend, with paintings, 
sculptures and sketches on every wall 
and shelf, and an opportunity to chat 
with the artist-musician, in his home 
studio. 

Scott began painting in the 1960s, as 
a teen. "I did slow down a bit, when 
the family started,” he says, but he 
has never stopped. Now his works fill 
every corner of the home he shares 
with wife Debbie. 

Some are landscapes, painted 
on travels to Lunenburg, Dieppe, 
Tobermory - but the majority are 
portraits. 

His favourite painting? “My favourite 
changes - usually the last one I’ve 
done,” he says - but always the 
paintings of his grandchildren. 

Scott was one of 28 artists and 
artisans participating in this year’s 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Studio Art 



Tour, at a total of 12 venues. 

Some were individual studios - like 
Shirley Fox’s Foxfire Glassworks, 
featuring fused and stained glass, and 
the 10th Line studio of Ruth McLeod 
- while others were group venues, 
including the Bond Head Community 
Centre, and the Bradford Library. 

The Library was transformed into a 
unique gallery 
space, with 
artworks that 
ranged from 
the exuberant 
abstract acrylics 
of Angela 
Lescard,to 
the detailed 
gouache and 
pencil works of 
acclaimed artist 
Ted Nasmith, 
and northern 
landscapes of Jim Woods. 

Also showing his works was the 
“oldest artist” in the show, 90 year old 
Les Buxton. A veteran of World War II, 
he was in the Navy, part of the D-Day 
flotilla that carried soldiers to the 
beaches of Normandy. 

His paintings are largely landscapes, 
and scenes of imagination. 

Many artists begin by painting in 
watercolour, then move on to oils or 
acrylics - but Buxton has gone the 
other way. “I started in oils, and then I 
went to acrylics,” he says, and has just 
begun experimenting in watercolour. 

This year’s Studio Art Tour was a 
showcase of the developing talents 
of local artists, a fundraiser for 
Coats for Kids through the annual 
Silent Auction of student art, and 
an exploration of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury through the arts.
